— The Repuh- 
llCMt convention re-convened at the 
AkHfltorioto here 'at 10 o'elMk. THe 
great hall was parked. The band ter*' 
nadfd Senators Forakor and Hanna 
and others at their rcsiicctivo hotels 
en route to the hall and then enter- 
tained tMt «Wdtt%i1ng cfioWd till Tem- 
porary (SbairmaV Foraker rapped for 
order, "flffe senator was given an- 
other ovation as he arose and took the 
gavel. Then the committees were 
called for reports. The committee on 
eredentlals presented a report signed 
ao ol its- 21 members hi favor of 
the delegation known as ' the Hanna 
delegates" from Fayette county. The 
report was adopted and the . only 
Daugberty man on the committee of- 
fered no mitrortty report ia was gen- 
erally expected. The committee on 
permanent organization then reported 
that it bad selected Senatbr lAlnnar as 
permanent chairman satf oMtlnued 
the rest of tb# t^MiUty dianlca- 
tioti. Adopted. 

I When Senator Foraker Introduced 
B(Hlaitor Hanna as the permanent 
dtiHitban there was a great denion- 
Btration. Senator Foraker introduced 
his colleague as the man "who knew 
hl» ttuitMit Md htfw to attlMtd to It." 
Chairman Hanna returned hit thanks 
for the honor and thM' sfdled that

Republlca^iB to do away with all fac- 
tional difffrences and stand by the 
president and a Republican congress. 
,In di8cu88in# the tarUt, he aaid 
tbla waa no- time for espertinents in 
that line or any other. This was no 
time for financial, industrial or other^ 
disturl)an( es. He favored personal 
liberty so long aa it did not interfere 
with the public |iDod< m& made no 
other allusion to state atfairs. Sena- 
tor Hannmiwaa loudly applauded aa he 
pmeeeded' aM' atao when be con- 
cluded. 

Ex-Lleutenant Governor Asa W. 
Jotiea presented the report on rulea 
and order at bualneos wMcb made no 

unusual changes and was adopted. 
General Charles W. Grosvenor pre- 
sented the report of the committee on 
reaolutiona, which waa adopted with a 
wMrl. Wliev Oeneral Oroevener read 
the platform various planks were ap- 
plauded, notably the one endorsing 
Foraker for a aecond term aa aenator. 
ril^mi nation- of Nash. 

Hon. Henry C. Taylor, who present* 
ed the name of Georce K. Nash to the 
convention two years ago for gor-^ 
emor then presented. Itis name for re- 
nomination, and he was re-nomifaatedf 
\(y aeclaiBattob uncnlmonsly. 

Ejt-Oovernor Charles Foster, T.ieu- 
lenant Governor John A. Caldwell and 
Captain Aaron Waggoner were ap- 
pointed- aa a committee to escort Gov- 
ernor Naah to the halL Qovemor 
Nash was rioeived With a ronslng ova- 
tion. 

In acceptll^ the nomination. (Gov- 
ernor Nash stated, after returning hi^ 
thanks, that Senators Foraker and 
Hanna had ably discussed national Is- 
sues and he would consider stttd af- 
fairs only. He said that since James 
B. Campbell was succeeded by Mc- 
Kinley as^vemor in Jantiary, 1S92, 
the Republicans ^d been In continu- 
ous power for '# Moade in Ohla He 
reviewed the m>ord> Of tile past 1 u 
years and especially that of the past 
tAvo years, and held that the showing 
was such that even their Democratic 
opponents could find no fault with it. 
He^showed that at the end of the last 
fiscal year Ohio had |l,ltll,218 in the 
treasury, and in 1890 there was a de- 
ficiency of $n;!,0(tO. He commended 
the Republican acts of the various 
legislatures and recommended various 
chantoo in the taxation lawa. 
Other Nominations. 
When nominations for lieutenant 
governor were called for there were 
repeated calls for CaldwelL £x-Hep- 
reoetttatlTe Harry Hoffhelmer of Cin- 
cinnati presented the name of State 
Senator Carl 1.. -Nippert of Hamilton 
county, and he was nominated with- 
out opposition by acclamation. 

For tile nomination of Judge of the 
supreme court; the name of J. J. 
Price was presented by S. S. Wheeler; 
of William H. Crew, by Frank A. Dur- 
bin, and of Thaddeus A. Minshall (the 
incumbent) by Albert Douglass. The 
convention waa convulaed by the hu- 
morous speech of W. D. Davles, In 
seconding the nomination of Price. 
The first ballot resulted: Price, 409; 
Crew 317>/j; Minshall, Neces- 
sary to nominate 546, no nomination. 
The second ballot resulted aa follows: 
Price, 1142; Crew. 279; Minshall 167. 
The nomination of Price was made 
unanimous. 

John M. Killetts presented the name 
of John M. Sheets for attorney gen- 
eral and he waa nominated for a sec- 
ond term without opposition. 

For the nomination for clerk of the 
supreme court, the name of Newton 
M. Miller was presented by Ceorge 
W. Carpenter; of Alva B. Hall, by J. 
E. Mackey: of A. C, Crltchfield. by 
Judge M. L. Smyser. and of Lawy)n 
E. Eimerson by Hon D. A. Holllngs- 
w(jrth. This first ballot resiilted as 
follows: Miller 322 1-3; Hall, 33; 
I ritchfield, 171 1-3; Emerson 561 1-3. 
The nomination of Emerson waa 
made unanimous. 

Congressmaa R. W- Tayler pre- 
sented the name of Isaac 6. Cameron 
for state treasurer, and he was nomi- 
nated Without opposition. State Sen- 
ator Seiber pveaentM the name of W. 
O. Johaaon for member of tke state 
board of public worke and he wAa re- 
nominated without opposition. 

Reaolutiona were adopted extend- 
ing sympaikr to Secretary Hay in his 
hereaTdment nad adopttng the eagle 
for the esablem oC the party. At l:lt 
p, m. the convention adjourned.

A Hppnhllonn oon- 
gTPf* lias ri'i;r\.-<l thp poopip by a reduc- 
tion In lilrcct taxation, approxIniHlIng f40,- 
Ouo,rN:K). nnd our national treaaury ahowa a 
growing siirpiaa has soeeeadcd a Dsme- 
cratlc deflt-lt. 

The principle of prote. tlon has achleTed 
Its most sisnal trt\iinph In the rennltfi of 
the Dlsgiey tariff law. It baa given n« 
marked proaperlty at home, and a rapidly 
crowing export trade, which are the cavy 
of the world. Tae Republican tariff policy 
baa made th»> farmor and laboror more 
proaperuua than ivi-r, ami no legislation 
should bp iieriniiteil nljliti n||| Imperil 
thp Intorcsts of either Tarifr sohpdulpa 
which will protpi-i Amprl<"iii labor against 
the low wage* paid foreign labor must l>e 
inalntalnvd.

We urire the apeedy conttmctlon of an 
Amerlciin ship canul through the Ainerh-an 
isthmus as an Imperative publli- need. 

We recognize the right of 'iMitli labc.r 
and capital to loiublne when sndi couili • 
nations are wlai-ly administered for tuo 
frneral ir»')d, but eomhlnat loni which 
create monopolies to ootitrol jirlces or limit 
prodtn-tlon, are an evil which must 
met by effective leglslullon, viKorously eu- 
fon-ed. Hie only legialutlon,. national or 
lu Ohio, on tbla aiib|eft has been enacted 
by the Refiubllcan party, and that party 
Clin be safely trnated to deal with tbla 
problem. 

The near evplrallon, liy limltntlon, of the 
Chlnc-c exilnslori net (alls for a renewal 
of the wise |iro> l-loiis liy w hich tlie u'l 
rpKtrlcled Immigration of Cliiiie^c Inio ilii-^ 
couiiiry lias heeii prcventiil. nnd we iiwk 
that coiiKress and the trealy-maklng power 
mart just, humane and reasonable lawn 
i.nd treutles for the cuotluued protection 
of American labor.

A pr.iiefnl coiuitry will 
ever hold them In deep and alTectionale 
rememlirani e. and will ( are for llieir will 
owa and their orphans. The Utpulillcaii 
parly has enacted the most generous pen- 
sion legislation ever known, and. we a»k 
for Its most llbeTiil applleiitlon, ao that no 
uefdy or deserving veteran nmy ituffer 
want. The law giving to veterans prefer- 
en(-e In public employment shidild be 
strictly enforced. 

The right of franchise Is vouclis.ifed to 
every American (lll/.eii by the federal con- 
stitution. We dcnouncp, as no les« crim- 
inal whin (omioltlt-d by theft than when 
act-onipllsheil with the shotgun and by 
iMllot-tKix atufflng, and as antagonistic to 
the s]ilrit of our Institutions, all attempts 
t« deprive of their Inalienable rights mll- 
llona of onr fellow cltlsena In certain atatea 
of the Union.

Kelts, show that the British surprised 

the Boer convoy. The burghers fied 

but see-ini; the captors were not In 
strong foil—, they rituinfd and chiii;- 
ed with great determination aflir 
desperate lighting and captiuiiiK tlie 
convoy. Meanwhile Colonel DeLlsle 
arrived with reinforcements and the 
fifrhtinB was renew<Ml. Th<> Boers lay 
beneath their wnuon.'; and llied volleys 
between the wheels, while tlu'if ( nin- 
rades were engaged In spanning aud 
driving off that portion of the convoy 
furthest from the nrltlsh. The latter 
pushed in among the wagons, using 
the bayonets freely, Ci n<Mal Delarey 
was present and personally useii a 
rifle. The affair ended In a series of 
hand-to-hand encounters and fierce 
melees, the BoerB eventually being 
driven off. fine of r,, n< lal I) \v( fs 
staff officers was wounded and tal.eii 
priaoner. 

Discussed the B?er War. 
London, June 2,"..— The South Afii-i 
can wai wa.-< again the subject oi ;ii-| 
numerable discu.s^ionH in the house of 
commons. Little information was 
elicited except that the war continued 
to cost £1,250,000 weekly and that 
there Were 1,4S4 cases of typliiiid 
fever among the troops during the j 
month of April, of which number 1S7 
proved fatal,

Plttahurg, June 2S. — By the wrec k- 
ing of train Mo. tZ, northbound, on 
the Pittaburg aad Lake Brie railroad 
at Monacfl. 20 milea frem this city 
two persons are dead, three fatally 
injured and 40 others more or less ser- 
iously hurt. The wrecked train was 
composed of two bagface cai-s, two 
day coached aad onb parlor car, in 
charge of Conductor P. L. Murray, 
and carried between 125 and 150 pas 
sengers. The train while going at a 
great speed, ran into aa open awitch 
and plunged down a iteep embank 
asent Flremna W. A Osnnlngham 
and Bapgagemaster %jUWTf Black 
were instantly killed.

Keystone, W. Va.. June 25.— Key- 
stone Is the metropollB of the Blkhorn 

mining country. It t;us but one nar- 
row street, and beeause ol limited • 
spa(i'. many houses were built on 
piles or walls over the Elkhorn or 
close up against the mountains. The 
town follows the measderlnga of the 
stream for a mile. 

On Friday night at 11 o'clock, the 
storm struck the mountain, and for 
six hours rain descended in torrents. 
At daybreak the thousands of people 
along the Blkhorn and ita trlbutarlea 
realized that a great flood was upon 
them, but they little suspei t^d the 
disaster soon lo follow, liy 1* a. m. 
the narrow valley was a raging, seeth- 
ing, angry torrent, houses, bamp, 
bridges, fences, live stock and human 
beings were being swept away by the 
mighty wateis and dashed on the 
rocks or trees b'.-low. 

At the first warning nian.\ of t!i" in- 
habitants took refuge on the mountain 
bide overlooking the town and river. 
More than a hundred people, bowe\'er, 
remained In the town to look after 
the woman and children who did not 
escape early. The bridge leading to the 
depot was soon swept away, then the 
angry waters rushed through the only 
street in the town and hundreds were 
cut off from the mountain retreat. 

In attemjiting to cross the iiiM(l(i.\'. 
surging waters which swi pt like an 
avalanche down this street, many lost 
their holds and in plain sight of 
friends were carried on into the river 
and drowned. Houses plunged and 
danced in tiie mighty strtam. with 
screaming women and children on the 
roofs. Morses, ei'.ttl':' and otlier ani- 
mals went down In droves and singly 
struggling for life. 

Hundreds Missing. 
Bluofield, W. Va.. June 25.— Ther« is 
no possible way yet to estimate the 

loss of life or property. Hundreds of 
people either are missing or are re- 
porti (I missint' and a large number of 
di ad bodies have been recovered. 
Everywhere is debris composed of 
wrecked homes, demolished railroa4 
cars, broken and splintered household 
furniture and now and then the 
corpse of a vi tim. Railroad iron 
was bent by the force of the water, 
iron bridges resting on their pier of 
solid masonry wlthsttKMl the strain 
but a nKiiU' nt and went down. Tbo^ 
eddyiii.g waters ate away embank- 
ments ami railroad curs laden with 
half a hundred tons of coal were 
swept to destruction. The Blkhorn 
and North Forge valleys were made 
scenes of devastation and death In a 
few sl'o: t I ■ ;n s. The financial loss 
is unobtainable, but is estimated that 
it will take milUona to repair the 
damage.

— At Cedar 
Bluff, west of here, nine houaea and 
eight outhottaea were washed away, 
but no llvea were lost as far as 
knowb. liafty mill dams are gone. 
The town of Libeity. nine miles west, 
is badly damaged. Tbt> floods seemed 
to have embraced the whole country, 
extending Into the eaatcrn pnri of 
Russell and Forty-Mile read.
